The first Emancipation Day 
celebration — once the Emancipa- 
tion Proclamation was decreed on 
January 1, 1863 — took place in 
Port Royal, S.C. Some 250,000 
enslaved African people living in 
Texas did not learn of their lib- 
eration until June 19, 1865, more

than two years after the Emanci- 
pation Proclamation was issued. 
Many reasons have been cited for 
that delay, including the murder 
of a messenger and the deliber- 
ate withholding of information 
by slave owners. When word 
reached Texas, it sparked the 


celebration of Juneteenth, a term 
that combines the month of June 
and the nineteenth (19), the date 
when all African Americans were 
freed from chattel slavery. For-

Fireflies Are Emerging Now 
by Mary Ann Canter 


Firefly season is upon us and 
fireflies will emerge through 
about the second week in July. 
Visit the Greenbelt Firefly Sanc- 
tuary in Stream Valley Park af- 
ter dark when they put on their 
show or go to one of several 
areas around the city that have 
high concentrations of fireflies. 
These include the patch of woods 
between Lastner Lane and the 
Police Station or the woods on 
Hamilton Place past the Green- 
belt Homes, Inc., offices. 

Many backyards in Green- 
belt also have fireflies. They are 
abundant in areas that have these 
characteristics: protection from 
pesticides, dark nights, food such 
as snails, slugs and earth worms 
and safe places to overwinter 
that include leaf litter and 
clean water. They thrive in 
areas where the soil has not 
been disturbed. Fireflies like 
scrubby, grassy areas next to 
trees and damp soil.

Scientists believe 
the main cause of firefly decline 
is light pollution. Fireflies are 
sensitive to even small amounts 
of light which interfere with 
their ability to find a mate. Help 
fireflies by turning off backyard 
lights during the season. 

The Firefly Sanctuary in the 
Stream Valley Park can be ac- 
cessed via the paved trail that 
runs northward, just west of the 
Crescent Road/Northway intersec- 
tion and directly across Crescent 
from Field House Road, which 
runs along the old St. Hugh’s 
school. Follow the lighted path 
past a series of three bridges on 
the left until the path opens up 
into a wide space.

Premiering Friday, June 10, the sixth film in the Jurassic Park 
franchise revives characters from Steven Spielberg’s 1993 original: 
Alan Grant (Sam Neill), Dr. Ellie Sattler (Laura Dern) and Dr. Ian 
Malcom (Jeff Goldblum). They work alongside Owen Grady (Chris 
Pratt) and Claire Dearing (Bryce Dallas Howard) four years after 
Isla Nublar was destroyed. Humans and dinosaurs try to coexist af- 
ter the dinosaurs escaped the island and began inhabiting the world.

Written and directed by acclaimed filmmaker Terence Davies, 
Benediction explores the turbulent life of poet Siegfried Sassoon 
(Jack Lowden). Sassoon was a complex man who was decorated for 
his bravery in World War I but became a vocal critic of the gov- 
ernment’s continuation of the war when he returned from service. 
His poetry was inspired by his experiences on the Western Front, 
and he became one of the leading war poets of the era. Adored by 
members of the aristocracy as well as stars of London’s literary 
and stage world, he embarked on affairs with several men as he 
attempted to come to terms with his homosexuality. At the same 
time, broken by the horror of war, he made his life’s journey a 
quest for salvation, trying to find it within the conformity of mar- 
riage and religion.

From visionary director Robert Eggers, the film is an action- 
filled epic that follows a young Viking prince on his quest to 
avenge his father’s murder.

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City Council Reviews Proposal 
For Greenbelt Road Improvement

The Greenbelt City Council 
and staff are moving forward 
with plans for transforming the 
Greenbelt Road corridor between 
Route | and Kenilworth Avenue 
into a safer and more friendly 
thoroughfare for pedestrians and 
bicyclists, as well as a way to 
improve economic development. 
Community Planner Holly Sim- 
mons shared the latest Greenbelt 
Road Draft Corridor Plan, done 
by consultant Kittelson and Asso- 
ciates Inc., with council on May 
25. Simmons emphasized that 
the process is still in the planning 
phase, that more detailed strate- 
gies on exactly how all of this 
will be done are still down the 
line. Yet, Mayor Emmett Jordan 
said that this was a vital step in 
creating a vision for the future. 

The study was funded by a 
Transportation Land Use Connec- 
tions grant from the Metropolitan 
Washington Council of Govern- 
ments. 

Traffic volumes along the cor- 
ridor have dropped, with there 
being 49,420 vehicles in 2019 
and 36,700 vehicles in 2021. 
Volume peaked in 2006 and has 
never rebounded through things 
like the Great Recession of 2008 
and the pandemic. 

Major Recommendations 

There are four major recom- 
mendations in the report. The 
first is the removal of a travel 
lane on each side of the cor- 
ridor, which is a lynchpin to a 
large number of the other recom- 
mendations. A current traffic op- 
erations analysis is proposed. The 
retiming of signals was an im- 
portant suggestion. And, in case 
these strategies prove ineffective, 
the report posits creating alterna- 
tive intersections. Another much- 
discussed option was reducing the 
speed, perhaps to 25 mph. 


MES INC. 
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Current Status 

Crash data from 2015 to 2021 
revealed two walking fatalities 
and 10 walkers and two bikers 
injured, all by cars. The corridor 
received the worst possible scores 
on pathway pedestrian level of 
comfort, crossing pedestrian level 
of comfort and bicycle level of 
traffic stress. 

Simmons explained that there 
was a frequent limited use of 
right of way to make improve- 
ments to the sidewalks, due to 
things like steep adjacent slopes 
and utility poles. Pilot programs 
are contained within the existing 
curb-to-curb width. When vari- 
ous recommendations were com- 
bined, a higher level of synergy 
resulted. 

Phased Actions 

The report offered ideas for 
the short, middle and long term. 
A debated short-term proposal 
was a one-way separated bike 
lane pilot on both sides of the 
road. The medium-term recom- 
mendation was a two-way cycle 
track pilot with a shared use path 
on the alternate side. The con- 
sultant’s preferred long-term goal 
was shared-use paths on both 
sides of the corridor. This would 
also include trees and greenery, a 
much desired option as it creates 
a more pleasing aesthetic. 

Pedestrian Safety 

Ways to increase pedestrian 
safety included: high visibil- 
ity crossings at all signalized in- 
tersection approaches; median 
refuge islands at all marked 
crosswalks; signalized mid-block 
crossings; removing or constrict- 
ing right-turn slip-lanes; and re- 
moving right-turn acceleration 
and deceleration lanes. Options 
such as increasing the sidewalk

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Recognition Groups Seek Funds 
Through Annual Budget Process 


Twelve recognition groups met 
with the Greenbelt City Council 
on May 4 to have their grant 
applications assessed for the up- 
coming fiscal year and compiled 
in a report created by the city’s 
grant review panel. The funding 
requests were either operating 
grants (to cover expenses and ser- 
vices) or project grants. All the 
groups have a significant history 
of providing valuable programs to 
the community. Said Recreation 
Director Greg Varda, this meeting 
represented only a snapshot, as 
there are many more organiza- 
tions working in the city, offering 
“something for everyone” and 
giving the city “an identity.” 

Concert Band 

The Greenbelt Concert Band, 
represented by Eli Zimete, has 
now returned to full in-person 
rehearsals at the Community 
Center as well as performing. 
It currently has 34 members, 
with a number lost from Covid 
in the past two years. Future 
performances include the Labor 
Day Festival. The band requested 
$3,600 to pay its music director. 

Farmers Market 

Carissa Ralbovsky, of the 
Greenbelt Farmers Market, is 
excited about returning “to more 
normal operations,” having 
weathered the pandemic the past 
two years with reduced numbers 
of vendors. The Market opened 
on Sunday, May 8, with 30 ven- 
dors. The Market’s partnership

The Greenbelt Soccer Alliance 
has gotten a sizeable response in 
its registrations, with its teams 
now full and games scheduled. 
It offers fall and spring seasons 
with drop-in soccer in the sum- 
mer. The Alliance mainly uses 
Schrom Hills Park, Youth Me- 
morial Park in New Carrollton, 
Driscoll Park in Hyattsville and 
Eleanor Roosevelt High School, 
when available. 

Baseball 

Greenbelt Babe Ruth serves 
two teen groupings, 13 to 15 and 
16 to 18 years old. There is a 
season running from the third 
week in May to early July, with 
a fall season from September 


to the first week in November. 
Greenbelt Little League funnels 
them to the older groups. An 
influx of female coaches fulfills 
their commitment to diversity and 
inclusion. 

Greenbelt Youth Baseball, or 
this area’s Little League, started 
the season with 170 participants, 
which is “better than normal,” 
according to Patrick Keaton. A 
field light, unused from Decem- 
ber through February, remains a 
chronic problem, as the organiza- 
tion continues to receive a bill 
from Pepco during this period. 
The city offered to pick up this 
cost. Scholarships and discounts 
are offered to Greenbelt residents. 

FONDCA 

The Friends of the New Deal 
Café Arts, a nonprofit organiza- 
tion separate from the Café, is 
committed to bringing arts to the 
city, using the Café as a platform. 
The following festivals are in 
the works: the Jazz Festival on 
June 25; the Blues Festival on 
September 8; and the Crazy Quilt 
Festival on October 8. The proj- 
ect grant being requested would 
go toward these events. The 
Café is also used for art shows, 
currently scheduled for September 
and October. 

Greenbelt Arts Center 

After a dramatic pivot to al- 
ternative programming, much of 
it online, Greenbelt Arts Center

exclaimed, “We 
was all walkin’ on 
golden clouds ... 
everybody went 
wild ... we was 
free. Just like that, 
we was free,” ac- 
cording to Lone 
Star Past: Memo- 
ry and History in 
Texas. 

Not all of those 
enslaved in Texas 
were released from 
bondage in 1865S. 
Many were forced 
to remain in planta- 
tions until after the 
harvest. However, 
June 19 is consid- 
ered by many Af- 
rican Americans as 
their Independence 
Day. As people mi- 
grated from Texas 
to other parts of 
the country, June- 
teenth celebrations 
migrated with them.

In 2021, Juneteenth 
was declared a na- 
tional holiday in the United States. 

While Juneteenth is considered 
a liberation day, we also want 
to recognize and celebrate the 
influence that enslaved African 
people had on our American 
cuisine. Do you drink Coca Cola, 
or coffee? Do you eat black-eyed 
peas? Like mac and cheese? Ever 
heard of jambalaya, gumbos, pep- 
per pot, Saratoga chips? Do you 
eat watermelon? Well, the kola 
nut was chewed by Africans for 
caffeine. Okra, black-eyed peas, 
watermelon, some peppers — all 
were brought to our country by 
Africans. Macaroni and cheese is 
a dish created by James Hemings, 
Thomas Jefferson’s chef, who 
trained in France. George Wash- 
ington’s chef, Hercules, and Em- 
manuel Jones both gained na- 
tional reputations as outstanding 
chefs after their transitions to 
freedom. Let us not forget sweet 
potato pie. Enslaved Africans 
used sweet potatoes as a substi- 
tute for yams, a root food eaten 
in much of the Caribbean. Meth- 
ods of deep-frying fish and bar- 
bequing were also developed by 
enslaved African people, as they 
were the cooks on the planta- 
tions of North America. Saratoga 
Springs, N.Y., chef George Crum 
created our famous potato chip. 
Africa and African Americans 
contributed greatly to the many 
foods all Americans love.

The Greenbelt City Council 
convened its final worksession on 
the upcoming Fiscal Year 2023 
budget on Wednesday, June 1. 
The meeting focused mainly on 
additions to the formal submitted 
budget, which included equip- 
ment, projects and new personnel. 
This meeting was a culmination 
of eight worksessions and two 
public hearings. Said Interim 
City Manager Timothy George, 
“There is no fluff in the budget,” 
with departments making requests 
solely on necessity. 

For FY23, the proposed rev- 
enues are $33,352,800, the total 
expenditures are $33,188,200 and 
the fund balance is $164,200. 

Treasurer Bertha Gaymon pre- 
sented cost-of-living adjustments, 
with a 2-percent increase adding 
$439,000 and a 3-percent increase 
adding $658,000 to the budget. 
Council was attentive to the fact 
that the rise in the cost of living 
and inflation are major factors for 
city employees and must be ad- 
dressed to retain staff. Greenbelt 
Recreation has raised its non- 
classified hourly rate to $15 at a 
cost of $268,000. 

New Positions 

A number of new city posi- 
tions were discussed: a grants co- 
ordinator at $52,647; a diversity/ 
equity and inclusion coordinator 
at $95,346; an IT security spe- 
cialist at $89,886; an assistant IT 
director promotion at $10,258; 
an assistant director for Plan- 
ning and Community Develop- 
ment at $130,613; a reinstated 
deputy police chief at a net cost 
of $25,103; a crisis intervention 
counselor at $84,714; an addition-

al code inspector for Code En- 
forcement at $90,000 to address 
the city’s growing needs; and a 
now full-time crisis intervention 
counselor for Greenbelt CARES 
at a net cost of $28,549. George 
stated that all of these positions 
were considered necessary by the 
various departments. 

Most of council and all of 
staff felt that a grants coordinator 
would be highly useful, both in 
the detailed managing of grants 
and in the acquisition of new 
ones. Current staff shortages 
have meant missed opportunities. 
George said that Bowie now 
has a three-person grants team 
that has been very successful 
and lucrative. American Rescue 
Plan Act (ARPA) funds could 
be used to launch this position, 
with Mayor Emmett Jordan and 
George confident that subsequent 
grant success would pay for this 
position in the long run. Coun- 
cilmember Rodney Roberts was 
skeptical and worried over added 
draws on tax-generated revenues 
from residents. 

The majority of council sup- 
ported the diversity coordinator, 
with Councilmember Judith Da- 
vis feeling that such an addition 
would be ill-advised in the cur- 
rent economic environment and 
Councilmember Silke Pope say- 
ing that this area is already being 
addressed well by the city Hu- 
man Resources Director Dawane 
Martinez. 

Gaymon explained that about 
$4.5 million is available in un- 
assigned funds, compiled from 
the rainy day and budget stabi- 
lization funds. Both Davis and

George urged caution in using 
these funds, with Davis citing the 
impact of the forthcoming staff 
compensation study on wages and 
benefits. 
City Tax Rate 

The existing city tax rate is 
0.8275 and with a property as- 
sessment of $240,000 — Coun- 
cilmembers Kristen Weaver and 
Roberts advised that many homes 
in the city exceed this — the tax 
amount is $1,986. A 1-percent 
reduction in the tax rate would 
be 0.8192, and the tax amount 
would be $1,966, a savings of 
$19.86 to each resident. Gaymon 
laid out other savings to be en- 
gendered from possible decreases, 
such as from a 2-percent drop 
which would lower the yearly tax 
bill from $1,966 to $1,946. 

Council was keen on not rais- 
ing taxes if at all possible, yet 
acknowledged the desires of most 
residents to have a continuity of 
services they have come to ex- 
pect, which will potentially raise 
taxes resulting from things like 
property values, inflation and 
cost of living. Roberts noted that 
many in the city are frustrated 
by the city’s tax rate, among the 
highest in the state, concerned 
that any kind of increase will 
discourage future residents. 

Additional Items 

An additional list of possible 
budget items was presented. An 
expenditure of $5,000 for council 
room chairs was ultimately con- 
sidered important, as they have 
heavy usage and require safety. 
A broadband feasibility study for

width to 5 feet and the buffer 
zone between the road and side- 
walk were presented. 

Transit Experience 

Another subject was improv- 
ing the transit experience along 
the corridor. Recommendations 
were: installing benches and shel- 
ters at traffic stops, relocating 
and consolidating bus stops and 
the possibility of transit signal 
priority signage. Currently, tran- 
sit is provided by WMATA, the 
county’s The Bus and the UMD 
Shuttle. Regarding the relocation 
of the Beltway Plaza internal bus 
stops away from the road, Coun- 
cilmember Ric Gordon advised 
looking at retaining these as they 
are essential for visitors with mo- 
bility issues. 

Public Comment 

“Kap” Kapastin, general coun- 
sel for Quantum Companies, the 
owner of Beltway Plaza, stated 
that according to the analysis 
by Lenhart Traffic Consulting, 
Greenbelt Road should remain 
a six-lane divided highway. He 
countered that removing a lane 
in both directions has not been 
proved to be a “cure-all” for the 
broader usability of the corridor. 
He did agree with several of the 
recommendations though, such as 
retiming the signals, having high 
visibility crosswalks at all sig- 
nalized intersections and longer 
intervals for pedestrian crossings, 
among other things. 

Resident and Park and Rec- 
reation Advisory Board member 
Matt Sickle introduced the term 
“boulevard” as a way to reimag- 
ine the corridor, which has more 
of a community feel rather than a 
throughway. 

Resident Bill Orleans added 
onto that idea, suggesting more 
business frontage along the cor- 
ridor as a way to stimulate eco- 
nomic development; an inverse 
of the current situation where 
parking now fronts the road. 

Advisory Planning Board 
member Isabelle Gournay advised 
rethinking the lane removal idea, 
specifically at the left turn onto 
Cherrywood Lane from College 


Park. Extensive engineering 
scrutiny needs to be done before- 
hand. She also stressed consider- 
ing all the new development, like 
the new Motiva Apartments and 
the proposed redevelopment of 
Beltway Plaza (which includes 
significant amounts of housing) 
into any further deliberations. 
The State Highway Adminis- 
tration (SHA) will be the final 
arbiter on any changes to the 
corridor. At this time, SHA has 
committed to a number of proj- 
ects on the corridor to begin 
soon, including: an upgrade to all 
crosswalks to a Continental style, 
with markings that provide high 


visibility; a corridor-wide speed 
limit reduction; and an evaluation 
on how to improve bike usage. 

Councilmember Kristen Weav- 
er said that the fundamental ques- 
tion is what groups should the 
road be tailored to, either resi- 
dents or commuters? This must 
be addressed before any substan- 
tive future efforts are made, with 
Weaver favoring pedestrians and 
bikers. 

Simmons said the public com- 
ment period on the report ended 
on May 31. Subsequently, the 
consultant will gather the feed- 
back and create a new report for 
council to consider.

the city would qualify for ARPA 
funds. Davis recommended a 
$3,000 increase to $5,000 to the 
Homeowner Grant Program to 
encourage city residence for city 
staff. Greenbelt Police Depart- 
ment (GPD) Chief Richard Bow- 
ers indicated that an additional 
position in Animal Control could 
be delayed. $2,500 to the Labor 
Day Committee was assigned to 
Greenbelt Recreation for shuttle 
service, if Greenbelt Connection 
proves unavailable. 

Bowers fielded questions 
about transportation and person- 
nel. A proposal to purchase two 
e-bikes for city use, specifically 
for police, at $10,000 was mostly 
deemed a benefit by council and 
Bowers, allowing greater speed 
and accessibility for service calls. 
Regarding an extra five vehicles, 
Bowers agreed that being proac- 
tive in this area was advisable as 
the time it takes to acquire and 
outfit vehicles is long, with the 
city still awaiting vehicles ap- 
proved in the previous budget. 
The department is focused on 
hybrid vehicles now with electric 
vehicles the goal once home and 
city charging infrastructure and 
battery technology has improved; 
much of the GPD fleet are take- 
home vehicles. 

Crisis Counselors 

Councilmember Colin Byrd’s 
suggestion to hire two more cri- 
sis counselors was judged a bit 
premature until the GPD’s cur- 
rent system (one counselor for 
the GPD and three available 
from Greenbelt CARES) has had 
a chance to develop and work 
through its process; in the future, 
however, this would be a definite 
goal. 

Bowers said that a crisis coun- 
selor would be dispatched on 
mental health calls paired with 
an officer to ensure safety. Coun- 
selors can follow up on calls to 


verify that issues have been ad- 
dressed to avoid future calls for 
service. Bowers said that 400 to 
500 calls a year would fall in this 
area. Bowers said successful co- 
responder programs like the one 
in Anne Arundel County will be 
used as models. 
ARPA Funds 

The city has until 2024 to use 
the ARPA funds. Positions like 
the grant and diversity coordina- 
tors could be financed initially 
through them, giving them time 
to develop and stand indepen- 
dently. ARPA could also be used 
to purchase additional police 
vehicles. 

Smaller items like payment 
for interns (likely a stipend or 
honorarium of some kind) and 
city-provided cellphones for park 
rangers were proposed. 

City Attorneys 

A brief discussion on the role 
of city attorneys at meetings 
was had, with George expressing 
that the decision to not regularly 
include them saved money (they 
are paid hourly), as very often 
their expertise is not needed. Le- 
gal questions can be presented to 
them for research. 

Kudos 

Jordan extolled all staff for the 
painstaking work done to com- 
plete the budget. Davis added 
that the past two years have seen 
staff working diligently to meet 
the challenges brought on by the 
pandemic, underscoring the need 
to properly compensate them in 
pay and resources to “make their 
burden a little less.” 


On June 6, council passed a 
budget of $33,372,600 with the 
sole dissenting vote by Coun- 
cilmember Rodney Roberts. 


Council also adopted the Gen- 
eral Fund and associated fund- 
ing. More detail next week.

is now commencing in-person 
productions on their stage at 
the Greenbelt Arts Center, with 
council praising their imaginative 
efforts. Some upcoming shows 
include a Teen Summer Shake- 
speare Initiative, along with a 
sizeable list of dramas, comedies 
and musicals. Councilmember 
Judith Davis speculated that one 
advantage of the pandemic was 
that it forced one “to think out- 
side the box.” 

Black History & Culture 

Lois Rosado and Leeann Irwin 
represented the Greenbelt Black 
History and Culture Committee, 
sharing some of their plans for 
the near future, such as a June- 
teenth and Emancipation Day 
event, as well as a Chadwick 
Boseman Film Festival at the Old 
Greenbelt Theatre. They praised 
city staff for helping to publicize 
and stream some of their past 
efforts, with Varda calling this a 
successful partnership and col- 
laboration. 

Swimming 

According to Tris West, 
Greenbelt Swim Team is fre- 
quently a conduit for swimmers 
to their respective school teams 
and local leagues. Competi- 
tion is a priority, as well as em- 
bracing the diversity of their 
members, be it age, body shape 
or hairstyle. A significant rise 
in participation has occurred 
since January, with the number of 
swimmers up to 54, compared to 
35 in the fall 2021 membership 
drive. West is always looking 
for ways to lower fees to en- 
hance memberships, with Green- 
belt residents receiving various 
discounts. 

CHEARS 

The Chesapeake Educa- 
tion, Arts and Research Society 
(CHEARS) has several projects 


in the works, including working 
with the Chesapeake Intergen- 
erational Open Seed Quest, the 
Earth Squad at Springhill Lake 
Recreation Center and continuing 
work at the Three Sisters Gar- 
dens. They are joining with the 
Penn State Extension/First Inves- 
tigation of Stream Health citizen- 
science project, where the Earth 
Squad will provide data on Indian 
Creek. They received their final 
grant from the Chesapeake Bay 
Trust and must look elsewhere 
for future funding. 
Boys and Girls Club 

Orin Howard of the Greenbelt 
Boys and Girls Club is “excited 
to be back” after the “long jour- 
ney” out of Covid. The basket- 
ball program experienced a large 
turnout this year, along with two 
championships. Tackle football 
has seen a decline, with How- 
ard introducing more “Covid- 
friendly” one-off sports programs 
like golf. The football team has 
been renamed the Greenbelt Ga- 
tors. Varda said that the Boys 
and Girls Club is the city’s larg- 
est user of facilities, and that, if 
the city were to take it on, the 
expense would be hundreds of 
thousands of dollars. 

There was a discussion on 
the somewhat degraded state and 
possible renovation of the city’s 
fields, which was shared by many 
of the groups present at the meet- 
ing. Space is already strained 
and to renovate a field would 
mean it would be out of use for 
months at least. All agreed that 
this will be a necessity sooner 
rather than later.

Space and Time for Practice 


Leave Swim Team Struggling

The Greenbelt Municipal 
Swim Team has lost practice time 
and pool space for the 2022 sea- 
son at the Greenbelt Aquatic & 
Fitness Center (GAFC), accord- 
ing to Tristram West, swim team 
president, but the GAFC claims 
availability is at pre-pandemic 
levels. 

The swim team learned of the 
decrease in lanes and practice 
times six days before practices 
began, said West in an interview. 
Minimum practice requirements 
are not being met at the pres- 
ent time, he explained. GAFC 
has allotted for the team to have 
four lanes max at one time for 
an hour and a half. The time 
and space given is too small, too 
short and not reflective of other 
swim teams in the surrounding 
area, West said. About 14 kids 
were unable to swim during part 
of the last practice due to the 
lack of available lanes. 

West isn’t sure if there is a 
specific group of people rallying 
against the swim team, but the 
attempt to limit practices isn’t 
new. West believes that there are 
political reasons behind decreas- 
ing the swim team’s access to the 
community pools. 

“Apparently, there are some 
‘old people’ that don’t want the 
swim team to exist,” West said 
in a voicemail. “I’m so disgust- 
ed with these people and what 
they’re doing to the children in 
Greenbelt.” 

A post on the GAFC Face- 
book page showed the swim team 
schedule and lane availability for 
other pool patrons. Many com- 
ments complain about lane re-

strictions and pointing fingers in 
speculation as to why. 

“My impression of all these 
adjustments and small cuts to the 
swim team are actually the pool 
catering to the vocal, territorial, 
elderly, white community,” Jen- 
nifer Mullinax, assistant profes- 
sor at University of Maryland, 
wrote under the Facebook post. 
“Tt’s shameful. Greenbelt is not a 
retirement community!” 

The current availability grant- 
ed to the swim team mirrors pre- 
Covid-19 requests, according to 
Recreation Director Greg Varda. 
Varda is also unaware of any 
specific groups complaining about 
lane accessibility due to the swim 
team. While the city values the 
swim team, it is a “delicate task” 
trying to keep all pool patrons 
satisfied with GAFC, he said. 

“We can’t give them what 
they requested for this season, 
but we could give them what 
they have had previous seasons 
in the past,” said Varda. 

Varda plans on meeting with 
the leadership of the swim team 
to try to better understand their 
needs. On behalf of the swim 
team, West is also discussing 
with GAFC how to make prac- 
tices more productive for kids 
and coaches. 

“T think that it’s worth again 
opening this dialogue to commu- 
nicate with the community and 
with other people, so that we all 
get a better understanding of each 
other’s needs,” said West.
